TJC students who missed the 
two previous Selective Service 
College Qualification Tests will 
be given an additional oppor¬ 
tunity May 22 to make it up. 

Applications for the test may 
be obtained by students from 
the nearest local board and 
should be mailed as soon as 
possible to the Educational Test¬ 
ing Service, Princeton, New Jer¬ 
sey. They can not be postmarked 
later than midnight May 10, to 
be accepted. 

Officers at National Headquar¬ 
ters said they could not em¬ 
phasize too strongly that students 
who have an admission ticket for 
either the December 13 or April 
24 test and failed to use it on the 
assignment date, must submit 
a new application if they wish 
to take the May 22 test. They 
must make application for and 
receive a new admission ticket 
to be eligible for the May 22 test.

(1) must be a selective service 
registrant who intends to re¬ 
quest deferment as a student;

(3) must not previously have 
taken the test. 

The criteria for consideration 
for deferment as a student at the 
present time is either a score of 
70 or better on the Selective 
Service College Qualification 
Test, or a class standing among 
the male members in the upper 
half of the freshman class, or the 
upper two-thirds of the sopho¬ 
more class. 

These criteria are guides for 
the local board. The local boards 
are under no compulsion to fol¬ 
low them, but any local board 
classification is subject to ap¬ 
peal. The appeal must be filed 
in writing with the local board 
within 10 days after the local 
board mails a notice of classifi¬ 
cation. . . 

General Hershev said all eligi¬ 
ble students should take the test 
so they will have scores in their 
files when the local boards re¬ 
open their cases to determine 
whether they meet the criteria 
for deferment as students during 
the next academic year. 

No deferment is an exemption, 
General Hershey said. “A defer¬ 
ment is a delay or postpone¬ 
ment,” he said, “and in no way 
cancels the duty of the registrant 
to meet his obligations.”

Just Browsing 

Job Guides Received

Approximately 200 Career Research Monographs were 
received recently by the TJC library containing information 
on almost any occupation a college student can study. 

The pamphlet dealing with a career in business administra¬ 
tion is an excellent example with which to illustrate how the 
pamphlets take a person from "soup to nuts” in his chosen 
occupation. 

Running a business requires two different types of execu¬ 
tives: the administrator or policy maker, and the manager 
type who is responsible for putting the policies into practice. 

In the highly developed state in which business exists 
today it is becoming more and more necessary that both 
types secure special training for their careers. Just as a 
person interested in law or medicine would study the pro¬ 
fession of his choice in college so the business executive 
should have studied business administration in college. 

However, unlike those entering law of medicine who often 
leave formal training and a limited internship to enter fully 
upon the practice of their professions at once, the prospective 
business executive is likely to begin in one of the lower 
brackets in production sales, finance, or accounting, and he 
does not become a full-fledged business executive except by 
gaining experience over a much longer period of time on the 
job and working up to the position. 

REASONS GIVEN 

Two reasons make the business executive’s climb to the 
top harder: (1) business administration is probably far 
more complex than the practice of a profession; (2) a pro¬ 
fessional man may hang out his shingle and if he lacks 
ability and cannot obtain clients there is no great loss of 
capital, while if the prospective young business executive 
could begin as a full-fledged administrator and should lack 
ability and fail there usually would be great loss of capital— 
probably the capital of others. ^ 

The pamphlets go into the history of business administra¬ 
tion and the first sight of the need for the special training 
needed by the executives. 

Seventy years ago a common expression, "a man never 
learns how to be a successful businessman until he has failed 
two or three times,” was a known fact throughout the coun¬ 
try. However becoming a successful businessman through 
a series of bankruptcies was a costly procedure to all con¬ 
cerned. 

General Robert E. Lee, head of Washington and Lee Uni¬ 
versity, is said to have voiced the need for business education 
in 1869, several years before John I). Rockefeller organized 
America’s first million dollar corporation. 

EXPLAINS DUTIES 

This informative pamphlet tells the complete history of 
business administration and explains the duties of a typical 
administrator. It carries the student through the qualifica¬ 
tions, the chances for advancement, and completely outlines 
the types of executive a student may become by proper study 
and experience. 

Useful information as to the good schools that offer 
courses in business administration and an example of the 
courses offered by just one school is in the pamphlet. 

Not only the attractive features of the job are pointed out 
but also the unattractive features are studied and explained 
thoroughly to the reader. When a person takes a job he 
usually wants to know how much he’s going to be paid. A 
section of the pamphlet tells what may be expected in the 
amount a business executive receives and also tells some 
valuable facts about securing a position. 

The book points out that not only men may be business 
executives, but the chances for women as executives are 
very good. However, if points out, that while opportunities 
have increased decidedly since the turn of the century, they 
are still limited in comparison with those of the men. 

These books cover almost any job a college student might 
wish to choose, Mrs. Kennedy, librarian, said, and they are 
available for any student to use in the library.
